GOULD GETS T H E W A B A SH . 


S ev era l L in es to b e C on solid ated E ast o f 
th e M ississippi. 
C h ic a g o , May 15th.—The lines of the 
W abash Railway east of the Mississippi 
river were sold before Judges Gresham and 
Jackson to-day to Messrs. Ashley and Joy, 
representing 90 per cent, of the bonds and 
acting in the interest of the W abash West­ 
ern Purchasing Committee for $15 550,000. 
The lines east of the river will, it is under­ 
stood, be consolidated with the lines west 
of the river, with headquarters at St. Louis. 
This puts the entire property under Jay 
Gould's control again. 
The am ount secures the first and second 
mortgages in Ohio and first on all the rest 
of the road. Said President Ashley of the 
W abash W estern; “ We will consolidate 
the W estern Railway and W abash Western 
by August 1st. 
We will probably call the 
complete system The W abash "Railway 
Company. 
We have issued and sold 
$34,000,000 of fifty year 5 per cent, bonds 
on the consolidated system. 
Of this we 
will use $11,741,000 to pay the first m ort­ 
gage of the Wabash W estern. 
We will 
also issue second mortgage bonds of $14,­ 
000,000 of the lines east cf the Mississippi. 
There are besides on lines east of the 
Missouri $30,000,000 bonds depending on 
the income and $52,000,000 stock. The 
m inority bond-holdcrs made a great m is­ 
take in not accepting the five per cent, 
bonds for their 7 per cent., instead of com­ 
pelling us to buy them out. 
The new 
bonds are already at a prem ium of 11 per 
cent., and I thitik will go between 5 and 
10. They not or.lv lost money by their 
refusal but compelled us to pay about 
$•100,000 more than it would otherwise have 
cost us.”

" H E SM ELT A M O U S E ” 


H ow a C lever S w in d ler T ook In Som e 
C h icago L iquor M en. 
_ C h ica g o , .May 15th.—A scheme rivalling 
in some respects the great electric sugar 
fraud was exposed here to-day. The per­ 
petrator is a smooth-mannered young fel­ 
low, named John Archibald Comp, whose 
papers indicate he has been operating in 
Kansas City, St. Louis, Cincinnati and 
other places, as well as in Chicago. He is 
now missing, and it is said a good many 
thousand dollars belonging to various dis­ 
tillers and liquor dealers have disappeared 
with him. 
Comp, it is stated by the authorities, pre­ 
tended to possess a compound which would 
change poor whisky into the finest grade. 
A gallon sample of the vilest forty-rod, 
after being medicated, would, by being 
placed in a refrigerator, in ten minutes be 
taken out transferred into tbe finest Bour­ 
bon. If objection was made to the refrigerator 
Comp would accompany the doubter to any 
desired, and then retiring to a private room 
accomplish the feat without the refrigerator. 
It now turns out, however, that the re 
frigerator was really a suspected and clever 
device by which a bottle containing good 
whisky was substituted for the bad. The 
trick, when performed elsewhere than at 
the refrigerator, was done by means of a 
tin breast plate or armor worn under 
Comp’s clothing. 
This armor was double 
and was in reality a reservoir which, by 
means of a concealed table, could be emptied 
or filled at will. 
Comp was inveigled into 
taking a detective into partnership with 
him, but when arrest was contemplated he 
smelt a mouse and fled, leaving behind the 
refrigerator but carrying off the armor.

W hat It B i l l Cost to Run th e G overn ­ 
m en t tor Tw o Y ears. 
W a s h in g to n , May I5th.-A statement 
showing the results of the Acts of the see- 
ond session of the Fiftieth Congress upon 
the finances Of the Government has been 
prepared bv Thomas P. Cleaves and James 
*"■ 
<-''erks ft’spectively of the Senate 
and House Committees on Appropriations. 
They show that the total amount appropri­ 
ated by Congress was $286,646.460, while 
the permanent salaries and indefinite ap­ 
propriations were estimated bv Secretary 
Tracv at $108,691,053, making the total esti­ 
mated expenditures of the Government for 
1889-90 $395,337,516. 
The estimated revenues for the same 
time are $434,509,668. The Acts provide 
for 350 new otlices. the salaries of which 
aggregate $413,800, while the increase of 
salaries of old offices amount to $1,025 980 
Sixty-nine offices are abolished. The sal­ 
aries of other offices are reduced $7.200. 
The Postoffice appropriation bill 
in­ 
creases the allowance for compensation for

It is also claimed that great frauds are com­ 
mitted by bringing in train loads of lead 
ore with high-grade silver on top of the ear 
loaded and dutiable lead ore beneath in 
great quantities.

She M akes T w en ty -o n e K n ots an H o u r - 
B u ilt for Ita ly . 
W a s h in g to n , May 15th.—With some in­ 
terest the naval architects in Washington 
are waiting for further particulars of the 
performance of the remarkable cruiser 
built in England by the Armstrongs. She 
is named the Piemonte and is said to have 
made 19i knots under natural draft and 
over 21 knots with forced draft. The vessel 
measures 2,500 tons and carries enemes of 
11,500 horse-power, nearly treble the pro­ 
portionate horse-power of the new gunboat 
Yorktown. From information received it 
ai pears that the hull of the ship weighs but 
970 tons and the lightest possible con­ 
struction, verging closely on weakness is 
indicated. The elements of safety and con­ 
venience, such as complete double bottoms 
and handy coal bunkers, have been sacri­ 
ficed for the sake of lightness in the new 
vessel, which accounts in a large measure 
for the wonderful speed said to have been 
attained. Although the ship was built for 
the Italian Government the British naval 
authorities made strenuous efforts to pur­ 
chase her from the builders.

A SHAMELESS PIECE OF BT7SIHESS. 


We have had official statements through 
Berlin, coming from the German Consulate 
at Apia, to the effect that the story of re­ 
lief extended to the wrecked German 
sailors by King Mataafa, was without 
foundation, and that the truth was that 
the Mataafa people rendered aid only to 
Americans. The lie direct is given to this 
denial by an official proclamation which 
we give below in full, and which ought to 
make the cheeks of the German Consul, 
who forwarded the libel referred to, tingle 
with shame. A nation that can justify its 
officials in such 
procedure cannot be 
trusted to abide by its compacts, or to deal 
justly where its interests otherwise incline. 
In one breath it tells us that it has not 
authorized a declaration of war against 
the Samoans, and in the next its official 
representative in Apia informs the world 
that the state of war still continues and 
that Mataafa is recognized only as the 
enerav-in-war of the German nation. 
It 
protests that it received no assistance 
whatever from the Samoans when the Ger­ 
man ships were lost, yet at the same time 
it had knowledge of the proe'amation of 
Admiral Kimberly in these words: 
Apia (Samoa), April 20.1889. 
TV) Hit Royal Highness Mnlieloa ilataafa — 
Your koyai. Hiohnk-s: It is with great pleas­ 
ure that I have to inform my Government of the 
noble acts of your people, who, uuder your 
direction, during the 
disastrous 
hurricane 
th at occurred on the 15th and 16th nit., at 
Apia, worked so earnestly in saving the lives of 
our shipwrecked people and those of the Ger­ 
mans, whose country was at war with you at 
the time, and in assisting them to haul off the 
beach the Olga, one ol their ships of war. These 
acts of yours will live and bear fruit like the 
trees of your beautiful islands. Q hey will show 
to the world that there are in the Samoan 
hearts the finest feelings, and that their minds 
are as highly generous as those of the most ad­ 
vanced nations that boast of their civilization 
aud Christianity. There is the greatest hope for 
a people who, under such circumstances, can 
forgive their enemies and extend to them the 
saving hand of humanity and brotherhood.

B ish o p the mind reader is dead—he 
died in the midst of one of his most diffi­ 
cult experiments, and after he had accom­ 
plished some wonderful feats of finding 
hidden articles, words in a book thought 
of, etc. 
It was determined by the post 
mortem examination that a cateleptic fit 
was the cause of his death, and that it was 
induced by the fearful strain he had un­ 
dergone in performing the feats of the 
evening. 
If the account telegraphed of 
the wonders he accomplished on that 
eventful night are at all reliable, they 
remove all possible doubt concerning the 
genuineness of this strange man’s perfoi ru­ 
ancos, and add new interest to the phe­ 
nomena of psychology. 
Certainly Mr. 
I-abouchere, and all who like him have 
pronounced Bishop “a fraud,” and his per­ 
formances ‘‘mere trickery,” must in com­ 
mon justice withdraw their charges.

Had he displaced the official all the jieople 
wanted, and who had served his country in 
her direst need, simply because the Mar­ 
shal is his brother, he would have deserved 
reproach where he now inspires respect. 
H e would have proved himself timorous 
and afraid of the assaults of partisan ene­ 
mies.

The Samoans 
consented years ago, but it was quite a 
matter of compulsion. 
The foreigner 
should not ask for any jiower in Samoa 
other than is necessary to protect his peo­ 
ple and their commercial and treaty in­ 
terests. Possibly the new scheme will not 
apply the foreign administration at Apia 
to any but foreiguers, leaving the Samoans 
to be responsible to their own tribunals 
only.

America, in her youth, cannot be devoid 
of ability to produce equally as creditable 
dramatic creation. 
The magazine pub­ 
lishers find no difficulty whatever in laying 
up shekels as a result of indulging and 
fostering American genius in fiction, nor 
would the American managers be less suc­ 
cessful if they were disposed to adopt a 
broad and liberal policy toward American 
literary ability.

CALIFORNIA ON WHEELS. 


P rop osition to 8eu d C ars T h rou gh Eng­ 
la n d -O p e n L e tter to A . T . H atch . 
The following open letter to A. T. Hatch, 
President of the State Board of Trade, has 
been received from J. P. Whitney, of Rock­ 
lin, Placer county, now in Loudon : 


L o n d o n, A p ril 26,1889. 
D e a r M r . H a t c h : Y’our letter received, aud 
I note what you say about a proposed exhibi­ 
tion on wheels iu England. 
At first I thought it teemed to me that per­ 
haps we should be stretching it in too much of 
a sensational way, but the more 1 have thought 
of it the more favorab'e I have become, and I 
now feel that if we should take hold ot it in an 
earnestand energetic manner it would prove the 
strongest possible card we could plav. 
Bui it should be taken hold of in a positive 
and effective way, and witn a comprehensive 
and substantial support. 
It would be expensive to do it in the manner 
it should be doue, aud upon the whole it would 
receive au immense amount ot encouragement 
heie. 
It would from its novelty and enterprising 
character gain u large amount of gratuitous ad­ 
vertising, and its progress through England 
would receive an unusual amount of attention. 
Two or three cars fitted up in a suitable man­ 
ner with the varied and attractive products of 
California, and combined with a sufficient and 
appropriate class of printed matter, aud possi­ 
bly, still further illustrated by lectures aud 
views, would prove the most striking and at­ 
tractive advertisement of the merits of Calilor- 
nia which could possibly tie conceived, and 
would, in my judgment, be iu advance of the 
previouriy proposed plan of establishing a per­ 
manent exhib.uoa of California products in 
London. 
But an exhibition on wheels, taken literally 
to the doors of the English people, would, if 
properly conducted, prove a source of wonder­ 
ful interest and ultimate great profit. 
I think we should not delay in considering 
the matter, tor the plan is far-reaching, com­ 
prehensive and brilliant in its various aspects, 
and so applicable to the situation that since the 
subject is now being tulked aliout it may be 
taken advantage of by Australia or some other 
English colony, which may reap ail the advan­ 
tages of its peculiar novelty. 
In England, particularly at this period, result­ 
ing from several years of depressed agricultural 
pursuits, there is a restlessness and an emigrat­ 
ing inclination among those directly affected 
which has never been witnessed before, aud 
more eagerness and iuterest to hear about for­ 
eign pans is apparent than ever, and among a 
class which would be most desirable for our 
State. 
The emigration from England was never so 
large as it is now. Canada is receiving a larger 
contingent than ever, aud to Australia, New 
Zealand aud the English colony at the Cape of 
Good Hope the weekly exodus is visibly increas­ 
ing. 
Four thousand front England and Ireland 
sailed in one day last week ftom Liverpool to 
the United S ates aud Canada, and the total im­ 
migration of the past two mouths from the vari­ 
ous parts of the kingdom is estimated at 40,000. 
U1 the large number going to America, it may 
be conceded that very few, proportiouately, are 
goiug direct to California. It is not i em ir liable 
to suppo.-e that they would, for the special ad­ 
vantages of California are but dimly presented 
to the vision of the average English emigrant. 
He hears a great deal about Canada aud much 
about the gieat West of the United States, but 
precious little about California, excepting as a 
gold-producing region. Did the English people 
begin to know of the wonderful offerings of Cal­ 
ifornia and how to eet rliere and what to get 
hold of when they arrived, we would soon have 
our Stale quadrupled in population. 
We should not find the conditions so favorable 
for the progress of our exhibition in England 
as in our own country, for we should not find 
the railroads willing to give us free transporta­ 
tion or over and above accommodating. We 
should have to pay as we go, and we should 
probably have to pay pretty lull rates, aud we 
should bud some difficulty in making exhibits 
at the large towns, where the stations are 
hemmed in as it were, oi limited iu extent* 
where they are ill adapted to the influx of the 
public, excepting to cuter or depart lrorn trains 
At many of the stat ons it would be almost as 
difficult to make a car exhibition as it would be 
in the ferry station at the foot of Market st eet, 
in San Francisco, but there are mauy more sta­ 
tions where we would probably be able to ex­ 
hibit at, which would be open and applicable. 
It would be necessary to arrange all the de­ 
tails of this character in advance. To arrange 
not only the routes, but the stations for exhibi­ 
tion, and obtain rates and agreements, aud to 
enlist in our services a home agent here who 
would be familiar with the situation. 
I do not know what an exhibition here, illus­ 
trated properly in its details, would cost. Much 
would depend, of course, upon its extensive­ 
ness: if it would be confined to certain parts oi 
England or if it would be carried into the 
promising fields of Scotland and Wales. But I 
would recommend, if it should be entered into 
at all, that it should be doue in a thoroughly ef­ 
fective manner, creditable and complete iu ail 
respects. 
I would roughly estimate that to make any 
kind ot a profitable exhibition here, attended 
by a copious distribution of printed matter 
which wouldl be of the greatest importance! 
and flanked by lectures and views, the sum ot 
8100,000 would not he au extravagant amount to 
primarily obligate, *nd it is iikelv this sum 
could wisely be augmented, aud would pay ten 
fold in return. 
One or two hundred thousand dollars would 
be but a moderate amount tor the State Board 
of trade to raise for this purpose bv voluutary 
subscriptions, and probnbiy could be largely in­ 
creased by a businesslike, united exertion 
throughout the State. One hundred thousand 
dollars would be but a trifle, but a drop in the 
bucket of results, to raise ty a well organized 
effort. 
Each city and town in the State would con­ 
tribute something substantial. A well-organized 
effort by committees of effective ami reliable 
men in each principal place, would soon do up 
the business of raising Ihe money. The south­ 
ern part of ihe State could well vie with the 
middle or northern parts in contribution. San 
Francisco or Los Angeles alone could either of 
them well afford to contribute 
the whole 
amount, for the benefits which would be re­ 
ceived throughout the whole State. The ad­ 
vantage aloné, throughout the United States 
resulting ironr the general newspaper refer­ 
ences to what Caliloruia was doing in England 
would he a feature not to be lightly estimated. 
I have before me an account of the lu.e exer­ 
tions and results of advertising a lown in Colo­ 
rado, whien probably the average Californian 
knows but little about, but seems to exempiifv 
most strikingly the results of enterprising and 
liberal advertising—that of Pueblo, In Southern 
Colorado ; a town which a year ago had barely 
a population of *20.900, and which estimates its 
increase iu the past eight mouths at nearly 
6,000. One of the enterprising men of the town 
W. W. Palmer, the Manager oi the Grand Hotel 
there, invited a number of the prominent busi­ 
ness men of the town to a dinner at his hoiel 
The guests came entirely ignorant of the object 
but lor au object hinted at in the invitation 
Alter a bountiful repast, the object wat declared 
of raising a fund to advertise the town, and 
such was the good will manifested, that over 
86 *109 was subscribed forthwith. 
This led to a more thorough canvassing of 
the subject in the town, with the result of the 
formation of a fund of 850.009 ior the purpose, 
and a most complete advertisement of tnegrand 
advautagesot Pueblo occurred, wuh the result 
ot increasing Its population by nearly one-third, 
and of more than doubling the value of real 
estaie. 
Pueblo promises great natural advantages as 
an inland railroud center, as a metal-smelting 
aud manufacturing place, from its close prox­ 
imity to mines and cheap fuel, besides being a 
healthful and pleasant place of residence, nnd 
its progress would undoubtedly keep pace with 
the general growth of the State. 
But a liberal aud intelligent advertising of its 
advantages lias quickened the realizations of 
its citizens, and given the town an immediate 
and imi ortant status, which otherwise might 
have been delayed. 
This, in a far more important sense, can be 
the results in California by a judicious and ex­ 
tended system ot advertising, and 1 most heart­ 
ily commend ilie plan of opening up an illus­ 
tration of our attractive resources, iu England, 
on wheels.

T he second day of the spriDg m eeting of 
the Capital Jockey Club yesterday w it­ 
nessed a good attendance at A gricultural 
Park. The weather was quite cool, and 
the heavy clouds that moved across the sky 
had a very threatening aspect. The rain 
kept ofl, however, until late in the day, 
when there was a light sprinkle. The 
events on the program m e were a ladies’ 
riding tournam ent, a race for trotters and 
pacers, and a pacing race for the 2:30 class. 
The judges for the day were J. W . W ilson, 
Chris. Green and J. L. McCord. T he First 
A rtillery Band discoursed pleasant music, 
w hich, w ith the races, was enjoyed by the 
m any ladies and gentlemen present. 
la d ie s ’ to u b n a m en t. 
T he first feature of the day’s programme 
was the ladies’ tournam ent. 
For this 
event the Capital Soap Company offered 
$100 in prizes. There were five entries, 
and the ladies all acquitted themselves 
w ith the greatest credit in handling their 
horses. Indeed, there was not one of tne 
contestants but who 
was an excellent 
horsewom an, and the judges m ust have 
found considerable difficulty in coming to 
a decision upon the comparative m erits of 
the fair equestriennes. The prizes were 
awarded as follows: First, Mrs. M. Paquin, 
$40; second, Miss Laura Cooper, $25; third, 
M rs. J. M. Collier, $15; fourth, Mrs. E. 
Crenshaw, $10: fifth, Miss E dith Bradley, 
$10. 
FIRST BACE. 
The first race on the program m e was the 
special race between W ilbur Sm ith’s P. K., 
F. A. Jones’ Madura, and W orth Ober’s 
T um p W inston, for a $300 purse. The 
former was driven by Sm ith, M adura by 
Jones, and Tum p W inston by Ober. In 
the pools Madura was the favorite at $50, 
P. K. bringing $30, and W inston $11. 
First heat—The horses scored m any times 
before they could be got off, M adura in ­ 
variably breaking on coming to the score. 
They were finally sent off at 2:45, P. K. 
having the pole; M adura next, and Tum p 
W inston on the outside. The latter had a 
little the best of the send-off. 
Madura 
broke soon after leaving the score and 
dropped back, and on entering the turn 
T um p W inston also w ent up and bobbled 
all the 
way around to the backstretch, 
where he settled down to his work. At 
the quarter pole P. K. led by two lengths, 
M adura five lengths behind W inston. At 
the half W inston had decreased the dis­ 
tance between him self and the leader by a 
length, and Madura also began to crawl 
up. On going into the turn P. K. and 
W inston were on even terms, which posi­ 
tions were held into the homestretch. Here 
P. K. went up. and W inston took the lead, 
while Madura increased his pace and took 
second place. 
W inston led one length un­ 
der the wire in 2:40.

next and Tum p W inston two lengths to the 
rear. A t the half Madura led by two lengths, 
the others nearly even. H ere W inston fell 
behind, and at the three-quarters wss three 
lengths behind P. K., who was still two 
lengths behind Madura. Just before com­ 
ing into the stretch M adura broke and P. K. 
clos'd up. Madura got his feet soon again, 
however, and a close race ensued to the 
score, M adura crossing half a length to 
the front.

T he next race was naciug, for the 2:30 
class, for a purse of $300. The starters 
were Jam es Linden's m are Solitaire, John 
W illiam s’ gelding Johnnie Skelton, T. C. 
Snider’s stallion Creole, and F. A. Jones’ 
gelding Ned. Creole had the pole, Skelton 
next. Solitaire next, and Ned on the out­ 
side. 
In the pools Creole brought $25, Skelton 
$27, Solitaire $10 and Ned $10. Solitaire 
afterward sold in single pools at $2 50. The 
horses were called up at 4:15 o’clock. 
First heat—The horses got off at 4:23, 
Solitaire slightly in the lead. She broke 
on the turn and fell away behind.

After considerable discussion the Board 
determined to make no change in the ex­ 
isting arrangem ent during the 
present 
term. 
The 24th of this m onth having been de­ 
cided upon for the annual Union Sunday- 
school picnic, that date was declared a hol­ 
iday in order to allow the school children 
to attend. 
By a unanim ous vote of the Board, the 
Census Marshals recently elected were re­ 
quired to attend to their work in person, 
and in no case to delegate their duties to 
others.

I t M ak es I ts A p p ea ra n ce on tb e S h ad e 
T rees in T h is C ity. 
Fred. A. Ebel, the well-known florist, 
says he has discovered an insect pest in 
this city, w hich he thinks is an entirely 
new species, and w hich if not taken 
care of prom ptly will spread w ith disas­ 
trous eflects. In front of the residence 
of A. A. Van Voorhies, at Fourteenth and 
H streets, one of the cork-elm shade trees 
on the edge of the walk is infected with a 
white scale. In size it is about as large as 
the black scale, looks som ething like the 
cottony cushion-scale, but is quite distinct 
from either in structure and habits. Mr. 
Ebel, who is thoroughly acquainted with 
all kinds of insect pests, says this a “brand 
new bug.” It covers the under side of all 
the upper limbs of the tree mentioned, 
and is found on m any of the lower branches. 
Sacramento's bug-destrover should investi­ 
gate at once, and put in operation his spray­ 
ing machine. 


T H E G R A N G E CO M M ISSIO N. 


Sons o f th e S oli to F lo c k H ith er F rom 
N ear and F a r. 
The National Grange Commission ap­ 
pointed by Governor W aterm an held a 
meeting at (¡rangers’ H all yesterday after­ 
noon. 
It will be remembered that the last 
Legislature appropriated $10,000 to defray 
the expenses of entertaining the National 
Grange of tbe Patronsof H usbandry, which 
body will this sum m er hold its annual 
session in California. It is hoped to in­ 
duce the National Grange to hold this 
meeting in Sacramento, but nothing defi­ 
nite is yet known as to the prospects of 
that plan. 
The work of the Commission yesterday 
was merely prelim inary, and no active 
work has yet been done in the arrange­ 
ments for the big conclave of husbandry.

A n E lo q u en t A d d ress b y an A b le C ath o­ 
lic D lvlu e. 
The lecture at the Clunie Opera House 
jast evening, by the Rev. Joseph Sassia, S. 
J., for the bentfit of the Sisters of Mercy of 
this city, was in all respects an em inent 
success. There was a large audience of 
mixed creeds, which listened w ith the most 
wrapped attention. W ith such close atten­ 
tion the speaker lost not a syllable, and 
each word seemed to find every hearer in 
the crowded space. And well it might, for 
the fame of the speaker has not alone been 
heralded by enthusiastic adm irers or flatter­ 
ing friends; it is built upon firmer founda­ 
tion. H e is a profound scholar, a trained 
logician, an accomplished rhetorician, and 
in his church a Doctor of D ivinity having 
no superiors on this coast, and few equals. 
H e was robed in the black cassock of his 
order, and has the scholarly appearance 
that betokens his calling. 
W ithout any prelim inary introduction, 
Father Sassia dipped at once into his sub­ 
ject. “ Modern W arfare Against Catholic­ 
ity.” 
H e spoke of the m any attacks 
made from age to age against her, yet 
how she has withstood them all. H e re­ 
ferred extensively to history, sacred and 
profane, to substantiate his position. H e 
held that the Catholic Church has ever been 
the true friend of advancem ent and of good 
governm ent; the advocate and protector of 
all that is worthy in m an and the relent­ 
less foe of all that is inimical to his best in­ 
terests. There is at the present day, said 
he, another enemy of the church that has 
arisen to m ake war upon her, and she 
seeks not to evade or avoid the responsibil­ 
ity, but is girded for the fray and counts 
not the costs and fears not the result. 
H e 
m eant the battle waged against religion by 
the modern scientists. Tyndall, H uxley, 
Spencer, Darwin and the host of others of 
free thinkers and non-believers or infidels 
came in for a scathing arraignm ent at the 
hands of the speaker. 
He showed in forc­ 
ible phrase that the church had not only 
never opposed the advance of science in 
any one of its branches, but on the con- 
t ary, has ever been the foster-parent of 
the arts and sciences, and counted among 
her adherents some of the most illustrious 
scholars in all the sciences written on the 
pages of modern times. H e went over the 
extensive list of modern scientists who 
were members of the Catholic faith and 
whose writings have become authority on 
the subjects of which they treated. H e 
claimed that there could be ño conflict be­ 
tween science and religion, for if those gen­ 
tlem en who do not believe in a God assert 
that there is such a conflict, how can they 
hold there is a religion if there is no God, 
as all religion m ust spring from a God, 
whose existence they deny? 
But in a brief space justice cannot be 
done to this really eloquent lecture, nor is 
it here possible to even give a synopsis of 
its main featnres. 
It lasted about an hour 
and a quarter, and at no m om ent of the 
tim e was it in the least uninteresting, nor 
at any time, even in the heated flights of 
the clergyman’s most eloquent climaxes 
and fervid defenses of his Church, did he 
let fall a syllable at which tbe most radical 
non-Catholic could be offended. 
Though not a sound interrupted him 
during his lecture, and his hearers caught 
every word that fell from his lips, at its 
conclusion Father Sassia was loudly ap­ 
plauded, and gracefully bowed his acknowl­ 
edgments.

In 1861, when the flag was fired upon at 
Fort Sumter, there was a call for volun­ 
teers to put down the rebellion. 
Amoiig 
those to first respond to their “country’s 
call” was a young m an by the nam e of 
Felix O'Neil, who enlisted in the navy and 
was assigned to the gunboat Rhode Island. 
One day in his tenth m onth of service 
he was working in the vessel’s hold when 
the tackle connected with a derrick became 
disrupted while a barrel of provisions was 
being hoisted, and the cask fell upon him . 
H e was seriously crushed by the weight, 
and a piece of wood was jabbed into one 
of his eyes, destroying that useful member. 
He was taken to the m arine hospital, and 
after several m onths of suffering he was 
so far recovered as to be able to return to 
his home, and he was discharged from the 
service. 
H e never recovered from the effects of 
his injuries, was always a cripple and hor­ 
ribly disfigured. H e came to California 
thinking that in this glorious climate his 
failing health would be restored and that 
he would have better opportunities to 
make a living. H e came to Sacramento, 
where he regained alm ost entirely his 
physical health, and was getting ’along 
nicely, when in 1867 he lost his other eye 
through sym pathy. 
Twenty-two years ago he was left among 
strangers totally blind and with no rela­ 
tives who conld render him any assistance. 
The only thing left lor him wa3 to ap­ 
ply for admission to the poor-house, and 
for twenty years he was an inm ate of the 
Sacramento County Hospital. 
Two years ago be was adm itted to tbe 
State Institution for the A dult Blind at 
Oakland, w htra lie is at present. For 
m any years he applied to the Pension De­ 
partm ent at W ashington for relief, but his 
claims were ignored as often as his appli­ 
cations were made. W hen Corporal T an­ 
ner was placed at the head of the Pension 
Department, this blind ex-soldier, who sur­ 
rendered all but life itself on the altar of 
his country, took new hope and again for­ 
warded his claim to the Pension Depart­ 
ment. 
He had been so often refused, his 
appeals always having been treated with 
such contempt, that hope had alm ost for­ 
saken him . 
Im agine his surprise, however, when a 
few days since he was informed by the 
Pension Department that h<- was placed on 
the pay-roll, with a large m onthly allow­ 
ance. and that $7,000 bsck pay would be 
forwarded him immediately.

W ILL W ED A PRINCESS. 
The Am erican Consul at Tahiti W ill 
M arry Rank and Fortune. 
W ashington, May 15th.—Jacob L. Doty 
is United States Consul at Tahiti, one of 
the Society Islands. He has fallen in love 
with the Princess Polona of Tahiti. A 
formal betrothal has taken place, and the 
approaching nuptials are the all-absorbing 
topic in social circles in the islands. The 
Princess is a beautiful and accomplished 
lady, about 18 years of age, and a perfect 
blonde. She is the daughter of Lord and 
Lady Dorcy. Her mother is a native Ta­ 
hitian Princess and her father an English 
nobleman of distinguished ancestry. 
She has had all the advantages of an 
education in France, Germany and Eng­ 
land. She is the possessor of immense 
wealth in her own right, and receives a 
large annuity from France under treaty 
stipulations. As may naturally be supposed 
the Princess has not lacked for suitors for 
her hand, all of whom, including the Earl 
of Dudley, she has refused. Lord Darcy 
was himself anxious to have his daughter 
marry a scion of the English Peerage, but 
gracefully yielded to the wishes of his 
lovely and only child to accept as son in­ 
law a sovereign American citizen. 
Consul Doty is only 22 years of age and 
has worked his own way to position and 
fame.

His father, now deceased, was a 
prominent citizen of Brooklyn. Mrs. Doty 
was the granddaughter of Lord Melbourne, 
and her English progenitors were relatives 
of Charles Lamb, the McPhersons, Wallaces, 
and other families of note in Great Britain.

Their struggles were prolonged for several 
minutes. A mob broke through the cor­

L ondon, May 15th.—Coningsby Disraeli, 
a nephew of the late Lord Beaconsfield, 
made his first public speech at Bath to-day. 
He denounced home rule. 
BALTIMORE BANQUET. 
Blaine M akes a Short Speech Compli­ 
m enting the President. 
B a ltim o re, May 15th.—The members of 
President Harrison’s Cabinet and many 
prominent men from New York and Phil­ 
adelphia assembled this afternoon at the 
country residence of General Agnus, of the 
Baltimore American, to attend the formal 
dinner given by that gentleman. When 
Secretary Blaine was introduced to the 
guests he said : “ I was not advised that I 
was to make a speech, nor did I expect to 
make one. In the presence of so many Dem­ 
ocrats I cannot speak of party matters, 
hut I will say that you have in the Presi­ 
dential chair a man who will administer 
this Government in a non-partisan way. 
Before Democrats and Republicans he 
will recognize that higbea^pnd most hon­ 
orable career, which is to be a good citizen 
of the United States. This is an age of de­ 
lusions, an age of enlightenment. The 
press, with its genius and literary ability, 
has done much good. 
No man has 
been more successful in making his guests 
feel at home than General Agnus. He is a 
great Frenchman and a great American, 
who came to this country with the same 
zeal that made Lafayette's coming an 
honor to the land. I know I interpret 
your feelings when I offer to you the name 
ar.d honor of General Agnus.” Several 
other speeches were made.
